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A Danish School 


By Melba Birck 


While in Denmark this summer, 
1 visited a Danish public school in 
Aabhyha, a suburb of Aarhus, 


The school was made up of love- 
fy modern buildings surrounding a 
courtyard, in the centre of which 
was a circle containing a series of 
eontiniously running fountains. As 
Was to be expected with normal 
children, I saw the boys squirting 
water on each other at recess.
